I cannot tell whether my Obfervation be right, but 
to me ic feems apparent, that the greateft Men bave 
been the fondeft of Amufements, and have taken the 
leaft Pains to hide their Inclination ia this Particular. 
Solon and Pericles, the greateft of the Athenians, were 
equally Men of Bufinefs and of Pleafure; Auguftus 
Cafar, the moft induftrious and the moft fortunaie of 
Monarchs, would at times forget his Dignity and di- 
vert himfelf like a private Man. The great Lord 
Burghley, to whom Pofterity has been lefs ungrateful 
than to moft Men in his high Station, never diffem- 
bled in this Matter, but avowed it as his Opinion, that 
without Play, Toil, however honourable, was infup- 
portable. To {peak freely, ic isa Mark of a mean 
and narrow Genius when a Man betrays a Jealoufy of 
his Dignity, and feems to be afraid of forgetting his 
own Greatnefs teft it fhould have the like Kife& upon 
others. And ic was wifely faid of Lewis XIV. to one 
who fcrupled going into his Coach before him, ‘ Whe- 
ther I go firft or laft, I thall be King of France.” It 
muft be allowed that thefe are common Thoughts, but 
it muft be at the fame time allow'd, that Men do not 
commonly give them their proper Weight. 

The ufual and natural Way of varying a bufy and a 
retired Life is to fpend a Part of one’s Fie in Town 
and another Part in the Country. The Difference cf 
the Scenes naturally creates aVariety in the Ideas; and 
in thie Variety confifts what we call Relaxation. For 
abfolure Reft, a bare Ceffation of Labour is by no 
means Relaxation ; it is the Reft of a Brute indeed, 
but not ofa Man. So far as it is fic for us Nature has 
provided, by requiring Sleep to fupply that Wafte of 
Spirits which the Imployments of our waking Hours 
unavoidably create. t this regards the Body only, 
and is the Relaxation of the Animal; Recefs and Re- 
creation are neceflary to the Mind, which, properly 
fpeaking, conftirutes the Man ; and as they are ne- 
ceflary to the Man, fo they are nec-ffary in all Sta- 
tions; and it is the higheft Mark of Wifdom, when, 
inftead of diffembling, a great Man freely acknow- 
ledges ic. To fee a Perfon who hath the Care of 
Kingdoms, the Spleen of Enemies, the Concerns of 
Friends, and above all, the Caufe of his Country and 
a tender Regard for his owa Honour at Heart, to fee 
fuch a Man fo litrle embarrafe'd with all thefe diffe- 
rent and important Confiderations as to be able at all 
Times, and in all Places, in all Circumftances and on 
all Occafions to exert himfelf as things occur ; to be 
the Statefman, tbe Orator, the Gentleman, the Fa- 
ther, the Friend, and the Mafter; and all in the fame 
Degree of Excellence, is truly admirable ; and thofe 
only are unbappy, who, thro’ Peevifhnefs or Want

} ot Candor, are afraid of paying a Tribute of Praife 


where it is fo juftly dur. 
When Relaxations are carried too far, efpecially by 
the Great, every Man fees and defpifes the Error : 
There hath been a Time when we have feen the 
greateft Men give themfclves up to their Pleafures, 
and make publick Affairs give way to their private Di- 
verfions. But what is fingular, at the fame time we 
faw this, we faw People wrong-headed enough to per- 
fuade themfelves, and to think they could mara 
others, that this loofe Condu& was a Mark of Genius. 
But we know what the Iflue of all this was, we are 
fenfible what became of thofe illuftrious Madmen, and 
what would have become of the Nation if ir had been 
a little longer under their Management. Moderation 
is in all Things and at all Times a Virsue, and thofe 
who do not conceive this, or who will not conceive 
it, will be caught it by Experience, very fitly ftyled, 
The Miftrefs of Fools, becaufe to wife Men, fhe is 
but 'a Servant. Great Men, who affe& fuch a Seve 
rity as never to unbend, feldom do their Country any 
Good, and are feldom in the good Graces of the Peo- 
ple. Great Men again, who make their Places fub- 
fervient only to their Pleafures, are guilty of Two 
reat Crimes, Peculation and Corruption, they {pend 
the People’s Money, they give them an ill Example, 
and are thus doubly the Caufes of Publick Milchief. 
But in a free Government there can be nothing 
more honourable either for the Perfon bimfelf or for 
the Stare, than for a Miniter to live in all things like 
a private Man. A Man cannot love his Country who 
declines Publick Employment» on account of the 
Troubles they bring along with them, and a Man 


does not love either his Country or himfelf who is fo 
much taken up with Power and Place as to forget 
thofe free Joys which are to be met with in a Counrry 
Houfe and amongft Friends Ic becomes Grand Viziri, 
the Inftrumen:s of lawlefs Tyranny, to immure them- 
felves in Palaces as it they were and 10 divide 
their Time between the blackeft and the bafef A@ions; 
but in limited Monarchies, where, tho’ the Monarch is 
a King, his Subjeéts are in fome Refpedts Kings coo, 
it thews a glorious Tafte of Independency for a State/- 
man to lay afide Greatnefs that he may a while enjoy 
Qyiet, and co thew his Fellow-fubjeéts, that tho’ tor 
their Sakes he can bear all Labours, he yet prefervea 


a juft Senfe of that Freedom for the fake of which they 
arc borne.
